Dear  Fellow-Students: 

While  you  are  lying  in  the  shade,  too  lazy  even 
to  read  a  book,  and  thinking  about  a  couple  of 
dozen  of  the  Grill's  "Cokes,"  your  Editor  is  sweat- 
ing under  the  hot  New  Wilmington  sun  grinding  out 
the  Winter  Edition  of  the  Argo.  If  you  will  kindly 
turn  to  page  three  you  will  have  it  explained  why 
the  Winter  Edition  could  have  been  delayed  until 
July. 

I  wonder  if  you  have  a  very  good  idea  of  what 
New  Wilmington  is  like  after  we  all  clear  out?  It  is, 
unfortunately,  a  very  "lovely"  town.  The  streets  are 
quiet,  the  business  district  rests  drowsily  in  the  sun, 
the  children  play  serenely  in  their  respective  back 
yards,  and  there  are  professors. 

A  professor  is  a  curious  beastie  which  hibernates 
for  nine  months  during  the  year---for  reasons  well- 
known  to  students--  and  who,  on  or  about  the  tenth 
of  June  of  each  year  emerges  from  his  cavern,
